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President’s Messa ge 


I wish to extend greetings to all members of the Arizona 
State Library Association and to every citizen of Arizona inter- 
ested in libraries and to all lovers of books. 


In my first message to you as your newly elected president 
for 1941-42 I should like to bring you thoughts from an edi- 
torial in a recent Library Journal which made me realize as I 
had not realized before, the grave responsibilities which face 
librarians in these significant times. For we are witnessing, 
everyone assures us, the march of extraordinary events in the 
world’s history. 


The editorial in question is entitled “Libraries—Light 
Houses of Democracy” by K. Dorothy Ferguson, and these are 
some of her thoughts: Libraries may spread the light of demo- 
cratic conception of life, as opposed to the fog of conftision and 
doubt of the creed promulgated by the dictators, by building up 
a community of readers who will possess the ability to think 
clearly, fearlessly, and constructively. This really means 
training the minds of the readers to think through the mass of 
confused propaganda, through the hysteria, and beyond surface 
sympathy to some concrete and constructive plan. 


We have in our keeping the heritage of all nations; we are 
at peace, we have time to help our readers study and appreciate 
this heritage, and in so doing not only will we help this nation 
produce what is necessary to supply those who are fighting our 
fight, but we will be molding a nation of thinkers which can in- 
telligently take its place at the peace table and post war confer- 


ences. 


Our program may be summed up in one resolve: Let us keep 
productive and constructive ideas moving from our shelves to 
our readers; for an enlightened and forewarned people, who 
cherish, understand, and work for democracy, cannot perish. 


The librarian’s part in this national defense program is that 
of “Keeper of the Light Houses of Democracy.” 


With these thoughts to guide us in our work as an associa- 
tion for the coming year we shall bend every effort toward ful- 
filling our responsibilities and take for our topic for considera- 
tion and study “Libraries in the National Defense Program.”

Introducing a brand new librarian into our circle of 
librarians: Mary Elsie Caruso, who is in charge of the library 
at the Lois Grunow Memorial Clinic, Phoenix.

Mrs. Evangeline S. Berryman, Librarian of the Maricopa 
County Free Library, deplores the fact that vacation time and 
budget time arrive simultaneously ! 


Maricopa County Free Library reports a circulation of ap- 
proximately 358,000 books for the fiscal year 1940-41. This in- 
cludes a circulation of 18,000 volumes from the genealogical col- 
lection. The library is now serving 67 branches. New branch 
libraries have been established recently for the use of the cadets 
at the airport in Glendale, for the Boy Scouts, and for the 
Boy Scouts, and for the Campfire Girls. 


The Phoenix Public Library has interesting news to report 


concerning its work in the new government housing units. The 


Matthew Hansen Unit, for the colored people of the city, was 
opened in May. It contains a branch library with a thousand 
volumes of a general nature. The Marcos de Niza Unit, for the 
Spanish-speaking people, will be opened September 1, and with 
it will open a branch library containing two thousand books. 
The Frank Luke Memorial Unit, for Americans, will be opened

some time this winter and will house a branch library with a 
suitable collection. 

A new summer schedule is being worked out, whereby each 
staff member will have an entire day off each week, instead of 
the half day formerly enjoyed. 

Miss Alyida Hansen, Reference Librarian, is much im- 
proved and expects to return to work about the 28th of Septem- 
ber. : 

Miss Dixie Thompson is acting as substitute reference 
librarian for the summer months. 

Plans for the new library building have been completed and 
are being submitted to the A.L.A. Library Architecture and 
Building Planning Committee at the Boston conference, June 
30th. 

In the near future, the Phoenix Public Library expects to 
open a library in the recreation hall at a central place, for the 
use of aviators from Litchfield and Glendale when they are in 
the city. 


TEMPE 

Miss Edna M. Barbre, Librarian of the ‘Tempe Public 
Library, reports that the library has just moved into the new 
City Hall building, of which the entire east wing is given over 
to the library. There is an adult reading room measuring 24 by 
31 feet, a children’s reading room 14 by 18 feet, and a lobby 
and librarian’s office 17 feet square. During the summer 
months the library will be open each afternoon from 2 to 5, ex- 
cept Sunday. 


The Arizona State bag te College Librar v is offe ring a 
program of instruction in library science, including courses in 
intermediate cataloging, Libr: ary work with children, “and organi- 
zation and administration of school libraries, all taught by “Miss

YUMA 

For the first time since the Yuma Carnegie Library opened 
in 1921, Mrs. Addie Ingalls Kline, Librarian, is on sick leave. 
Mrs. Mae F. Stevenson has been appointed Acting Librarian. 
Miss Oriola Noriega, who has been Assistant Librarian since 
1933, is still a member of the staff. 

The Library Board re-organized in March of this year, 
electing Mr. R. N. Campbell as president and Mrs. Mary Hindle 
as secretary-treasurer. Other members of the board are Mr.

Painting of the building and purchase of new equipment 
are some of the improvements planned.

TUCSON 


Mrs. Mary Breathitt and her staff are marking time await- 
ing the completion of the library wing which was totally de- 
stroyed by fire on February 2nd of this year. In the mean- 
while, work continues in as nearly normal fashion as possible. 





Frances Rucks (Arizona °39, Peabody Library School 40) 
is leaving the University of Arizona Library, where she has 
been employed as a cataloger for six months, to take a similar 
position in the University of Idaho, as of July 1, 1941. 

Mr. T. E. Hanley, of Bradford, Pa., has continued his gifts 
of books in the field of fine arts to the University of Arizona 
Library. To date, he has presented 5,800 volumes, including 
many rare works. This collection helps make the University 
Library one of the strongest in fine arts in the southwestern 
area. The Hanley Collection comprises numerous items in gen- 
eral art, drama, and music, as well as photography. 

The annual dinner of the University of Arizona Friends of 
the Library was held during the spring in Tucson. President 
Metzger presided. Samuel R. T. Very addressed the members 
on his experiences in several rather out-of-the-way libraries in 
Europe. 


NOGALES 


The Library shows a very encouraging rate of growth with- 
in the past years. In 1924, there were only 1,830 volumes on the 
shelves. Today there are 11,126, with a circulation of approxi- 
mately 40,000 volumes yearly. 


The collections are housed in the City Civie Building, the 


city paying all expenses of building upkeep, the salary of the 


librarian, $15 monthly for running expenses, and purchasing 


for the library $50 worth of books annually. Additional vol- 
umes are purchased out of funds derived from the “pay shelf” 
und from the Woman’s Club annual tag day.

FLAGSTAFF 


The Flagstaff Public Library (after more than a year’s 
struggle to obtain help) has a WPA senior library clerk, Mrs. 
Virginia Perry. Mrs. Perry has had some library training and 
has always filled the position of Acting Librarian during the 
period of the regular lbrarian’s annual leave. 

It is a real bit of heaven to have this extra help, for the 
present librarian has been forced to handle everything alone, 
necessitating a total of 60-70 hours of work per week. This will 
free her for other things which have been neglected because of 
sheer lack of time. Many grateful thanks are due Mrs. Rozetta 
Thurston-Cowan, Director of the W.P.A. Statewide Library 
project, for making this assistance possible. 


From the library at the Museum of Northern Arizona 
comes news concerning recent valuable gifts which include the 
topographic atlas of the Wheeler Geological Survey made in the 
1870's; a set of the Annual Reports of the U. S. Office of In- 
dian Affairs, from 1860 to 1900; the Annual Reports of the War 
Department, 1860-1910; and the complete Annual Reports of 
the Board of Indian Commissioners, from 1862 to 1910. These 
annual reports are particularly valuable, in that they cover 
much of the history of early settlement in northern Arizona, 
in addition to furnishing information concerning the establish- 
ment of the first Indian reservations in the territory and the 
appointment of the first agent for the Hopi. 


MESA 


Classes in genealogical research will be conducted in the 
Mesa Public Library during the month of July, according to 
Mary K. Carlisle, Librarian. The library houses a splendid 
collection of over a thousand genealogical books belonging to 
the Maricopa County Free Library, as well as several hundred 
volumes belonging to the city. A recent addition to the depart- 
ment is the Dawes-Gates Ancestral Lines, compiled by Mary 
Walton Ferris and presented to the library by Charles G. Dawes 
of Chicago, former Vice-President of the United States. 

The library is conducting outdoor reading hours for chil- 
dren at the Rendezvous Park during the summer months. The 
project is a part of the city’s recreational program. 


Over one thousand pictures have been mounted and added 
to the library’s picture file during the spring months. Subject 
headings have been assigned and a card record is being pre- 
pared. Of particular interest are the pictures of Arizona 
scenes and people. 
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Statewide Librar y Project 


The Statewide Library Project of the W.P.A. is progress- 
ing along four phases of major emphasis, in addition to the gen- 
eral library assistance provided in seven counties. These are: 
Service for national defense, assistance in technical cataloging 
for locations without trained personnel, a book repair at cost 
for both public and school libraries, and the weekly radio 
broadcast over KTAR each Tuesday night at 9:45. 


Approximately 2,000 books have been approved for pur- 
chase by the U. S. government for use in Arizona, the first ship 
ment of which is now being cataloged and prepared for circula 
tion. Thousands more books are needed now to assist in service 
for the newly developing aviation centers. For this purpose, 
the library project is asking the cooperation of all libraries in 
gathering together a gift collection suitable to supplement ser- 
vice for defense areas. 


Gift books may be brought or sent to the library building, 
Arizona State Teachers College, Tempe. The college, which 
sponsors this project, pledges that these gift books will be main- 
atined for future circulation throughout the state, wherever 
they are most needed. All gift books will be welcome. None 
of the air bases in Arizona is eligible for government library 
service outside of that provided by the Statewide Library 
Project, since there are not 5,000 men stationed at any one field. 


Southwestern National Monuments Headquarters Loan Li- 


brary, National Park Service, Coolidge, Arizona, is receiving 


cataloging assistance fron, the project office, where their books 
wre brought. To date, fifteen libraries have taken advantage of 
the consolidated book repair which mends books at cost. The 
quality of the work is commendable.

The Flagstaff Public Library, Flagstaff, Arizona, is pre- 
paring a detailed bibliography of the material in its very fine 
collection of Arizoniana. It is hoped that this list may be mime- 
ographed in sufficient quantities to permit distribution to inter- 
ested patrons and to libraries in the state. 

The Arizona Statewide Library Project is conducting a 
hook drive for more gift books to be used in connection with Na- 
tional Defense areas. If you have any unneeded duplicates of 
certain good titles which you feel could be spared for project 
use, will you kindly notify Mrs. Rozetta Thurston-Cowan, Di- 
rector of the Statewide Library Project, Box 123, Library 
Building, Arizona State Teachers College, Tempe; or books 
may be left at any library in the state. 


The Flagstaff Public Library has just acquired a very fine 
exhibit case of the table type, for display of valuable articles, 
such as manuscripts, autograph letters, and similar material, 
which require safe housing. This case was purchased with 
funds saved out of the library fines for the past two years. A 
similar method of saving resulted in the purchase of a much- 
needed typewriter two years ago. 


In January of this year, the Museum of Northern Arizona 
lent to the library a very fine collection of approximately 2,600 
mounted pictures of all types, classified subjectively and ar- 
ranged for lending to the schools of Coconino County, to the 
city schools of Flagstaff, and to the College Training School. 
This material has filled a real need in the library, as there had 
heen no picture file until recently, when the librarian began 
mounting a few items during her own time on Sundays and hol- 


idays when the library was closed.

“Unfortunately,” writes Miss Paylore, “we were unable to 
cooperate with the National JMRT in their local indexing 
project because the deadline for material to be submitted to this 
project had already passed. However, the Arizona section is 
undertaking independently of the national JMRT an indexing 
project of its own, namely: Arizona Highways. The group 
hopes to be able to complete a cumulative index of this periodi- 
cal within a year and perhaps persuade the magazine itself to 
publish the index in one of its numbers. 

“We are naturally eager to increase our membership 
throughout the state, and wish to extend an invitation to all 
voung Arizona librarians, who are members of the American 
Library Association, to join us. At present, there are no stipu- 
lated age or service limitations. 

“We hope in a modest but practical way to be of service to 
the libraries of this state, leaving all matters of long-range 
policy and discussion of broad and general problems to the Ari- 
zona State Library Association. We feel that the fact we al- 
ready have a definite project under way, which will be of use 
to every library in Arizona, will appeal to the younger members 
of our profession. In time, of course, as we grow and learn to 
cooperate, we can be of increasing use to the national JMRT 
and so help to put our state on the map, professionally speak- 
ing.”
